approving a plan whereby approxi- 
mately 7,000,000 bales of cotton would 
be kept off the market at least until 
July 31, 1932. 

The bankers had been called intu 
meetings in their respective states to 
approve or reject the plan developed 
at a conference in New Orleans of fed- 
eral farm board members, American 
Cotton Co-operative Association offi- 
cials and a group of southern bankers, 

Loan extensions by southern bank- 


ers on 3,500,000 bales of cotton would 


be followed by continuation of Ameri- 
can Cotton Co-operative Association 
obligations by the farm board on ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 bales, it was 
decided at the New Orleans confer- 
In adcacition, the federal farm 
board announced it would keep 1,300,- 


000 bales off the market until 1933 | 


if legislatures of states having 75 
per cent of the cotton acreage passed 
laws reducing the 1932 acreage. 
Texas bankers unanimously voted 
Tuesday to hold until next July every 
fourth bale of this year’s cotton crop. 
West Tennessee bankers “approved 
and indorsed the general tenor,” of 
the plan, but 30 representatives of 
banking institutions said they should 
not be required to specify an exact 
number of bales they should finance. 
The Georgia Bankers’ Association 
voted to support the plan by financ- 
ing 500.000 bales.

Gives Up Foreign Duties 


Bishop, Storm Center of Methodists, Denies He 
Has Resigned—Brief Statement Issued From 
Hotel—Alleges ‘“‘Persecution’”’ Has 
Impaired His Health.

porarily relinquished his duties 
bishop, but his “fight for God, prohi- 
bition and the home” goes on. 

Such was his statement Tuesday 
night, given from his hotel room and 
couched in language devoid of bit- 
terness or epithet. But he did say 
that three years of persecution by his 
enemies had impaired his health and 
his activity as chairman of the gen- 
eral board of temperance in the Meth- 
odist church. 

In temporarily relinquishing his 
work as bishop of the Brazilian and 
Belgian Congo conferences, Bishop 
Cannon said that he had requested 
Bishop John M. Moore and _ Bishop 
Darlington to fill the two offices. 

Bishop Cannon issued his state- 
ment of withdrawal in the cold form 
of a typewritten message, but the 
statement breathed feeling. 

“For three years,” he said, “certain 
elements of the opponents of prohi- 
bition, including newspapers, Roman 
Catholics and stand-pat southern dem- 
ocrats, have tried to destroy my 
health, financial credit and my 
fluence in my church.” The bishop 
qualified his statements by saying 
that not all newspapers, Roman Cath-

For the second time in history, the 
Washington government invoked the 
famous Kellogg-Briand pact of Paris 
by which more than 50 nations prom- 
ised to settle their disputes by pacific 
means. 

This time the United States was 
content to let other nations take the 
lead. Its action in invoking the pact 
was in compliance with a request re- 
ceived from five European countries 
which on Saturday at Geneva agreed

prevent war in Manchuria. 

Diplomatic considerations led 
retary Stimson to refrain from acting 
at the same time as the five leaders 
—Great Britain, France, Italy, Spain 
and Germany. 


In view of apparent indications of 
Japanese misunderstanding of the 
American interest in the _ situation, 
Secretary Stimson preferred to step 
into the background although his ef- 
forts for peace were in no way di- 
minished. 

The American notes sent to Japan 
and China were identical. 

Making no attempt to pass on the 
merits of the complicated Manchurian 
controversy the United States in the 
most earnest language appealed for a 
settlement of the dispute without the 
use of force. 

As all other signatories of the Kel- 
logge treaty were asked to send notes 
elso, the seats of government at Nan- 
king and Tokyo are expected to be 
deluged with similar pleas from all 
parts of the globe. 

Already state department officials 
feel the war clouds on the eastern 
horizon are clearing. There were no 
reports of renewed outbreaks today. 
Dispatches indicated continuous if 
rather slow withdrawal of Japanese 
troops from Chinese territory. 

The Japanese government also ap- 
peared to have acquired a better un- 
derstanding of the American position 
which Secretary Stimson has empha- 
sized is based solely on a desire that 
war be avoided. 

Unless some unexpected’ clash 
should take place, the secretary be- 
lieves the situation should now pro- 
ceed steadily toward an amicable set- 
tlement by direct negotiation between 
Japan and China. 


SHANGHAI. Oct. 20.—(4)—Move- 
ments under Chinese, Mongol and 
Manchurian sponsorship to separate 
the vast area of Manchuria from the 
rest of China were reported today de- 
veloping spontaneously in various 
parts of the “three eastern prov- 
inces, 

Exact information, however, stall 
was lacking. The few dispatches 
reaching here were from Japanese

The president’s organization on un- 
employment relief today rejected the 
farm board’s offer to sell it surplus 


wheat and cotton, but left the way 
open for individual relief organiza- 
tions to do so if they wished. 

Walter 8S. Gifford, in approving 
recommendations by the organization’s 
committee on, administration of re- 
lief, let it be’ known in a statement 
that his agency felt that the “opera- 
tion of purchasing, processing and dis- 
tributing” was outside the scope of its 
work. 

‘National or local relief organiza- 
tions are, of course, free to obtain 
supplies as they wish,’ the statement 
added. 

“Permanent relief organizations pos- 
sessing either cash or credit will them- 
selyes determine whether they desire 
to purchase raw materials from the 
surplus now held by the stabilization 
corporation; to buy raw materials di- 
rect from the producers; or to :pur- 
chase finished products locally through 
regular channels.” 

Gifford also urged a committee 
recommendation for “an endeavor to 
preserve the independence and self-re- 
spect of the unemployed through avoid- 
ance of public bread lines, soup kitch- 
ens and public distribution of food and 
clothing.”

Speed Ace Flies From Ot- 
tawa to Mexico City in 
12 Hours 36 Minutes. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 20.—(>)— 
Twelve hours and 36 minutes out of 
Ottawa, Canada, Major James H. 
Doolittle brought his biplane down on 
lofty Valbuena field at 3:16 p.m. 
{mountain time) today, completing a 
three-capital flight which he describ- 
ed as “uninteresting.” 

“The biggest thrill I got of this 
flight was landing this baby power- 
house at this altitude and speed,” he 
said. 

Major Doolittle left Ottawa at 4:40 
a.m. (eastern standard time), and 
stopped en route at Washington, D. 
(.: Birmingham, Ala., and Corpus 
Christi, Texas. He said he would 
have reached Mexico City 40 minutes 
earlier had he not been held up at 
Washington by ground fog. ~- 

Otherwise, he said, the weather 
was fine and he was happy “to set a 
new mark by making an international! 
flight in remarkable time.” 

He was tired, he said, and a little 
“erogay” because an exhaust pipe had 
leaked, letting some carbon monoxide 
fumes into the plane. Because of the 
speed, he added, it was a hard trip. 

About 500 persons, including many 
Americans, Mexican aviation pilots 
and a representative of President Of 
tiz Rubio, met the flier upon his ar- 
rival. 

He said his flying speed was 235 
miles an hour and his average speed 
for the distance from Ottawa to Mex- 
ico City was 204 miles an hour. 

“T am tired,” Major Doolittle said. 
'““T am getting old, I guess, for I was 
thinking of this flight all last night 
and couldn't sleep. he 

“T haven't had anything to eat since 
last night, either. I missed my break- 
fast in Washington this morning. Do 
1 want afternoon tea at the club- 
house? No, thanks, three fingers of 
brandy will do fine. 

“[ expect to return ; 
dav after tomorrow. No, I will not 
be doing any more stunts for the 
while.. I expect I'll have a great time 
getting this speedster off this high 
field despite the excellence of its con- 
dition.

The largest collection of Wesleyana: 
to be found in the world is at-Emory 
University, in a special room selected 
for storing the priceless treasures of 
Methodism, in the theology building. 
The collection is open -to ‘ visitors 
daily, and particular invitation is 
given ecumenical conference visitors 
to visit the Wesley museum. 

More than 5,000 pieces of Wes- 
leyana are included in the collection. 
ranging from the personal -letters of 
John Wesley to the portable pulpit 
used by him in his open-air. preaching 
to the Welsh miners in Winterbourne. 
In the array of treasures are found 
many engraved  portraits,. busts, 
plaques, seals, statues and medallions 
executed by famous English artists 
and cast in the best known potteries 


and ‘Sarah Cosby. Of particular in- 
terest are the intimate love letters of 
Joseph Benson and his wife. A com- 
ynte file of the Arminian Magazine 
rom 1780.is found. This magazine 
was founded and edited by Mr. Wes- 


ley. 


When the ancient manuscripts first 
reached Emory, they were in very 
poor condition.- Inadequate funds re- 
quired, that they be kept in a great 
pasteboard, box, until a proper method 
of preserving them should learned. 
Representatives of Emory visited the 
Pennsylvania Historical Society for 
the purpose of learning a method of 
keeping .the valuable papers. 

The papers now present a new ap- 
pearance, and so strong and durable 
they will last indefinitely. Since the 


of Great Britain. ‘The most highly. 
prized article in the museum is the, 
personal journal or diary, which Mr. 
Wesley kept while in Savannah, It is 
valued at more than $1,500. 

The personal journal is a small 12- 
mo. volume of 186 pages, closely writ- 
ten in Mr. Wesley’s own hand, leather 
bound, and shows signs of having been 
earried by Methodism’s founder from 
day to day as he went about his labors 
in colonial Georgia. Much of the con- 
tents is written in code, and some 
several languages are used in the 
writing. Translation of the code was 
a difficult task, as no key had been 
left. Nehemiah Curnock, after many 
years’ labor, completed the transla- | 
tion, which has served to clarify many | 
things connected with Mr. Wesley's | 
life while in Georgia.

If that isn’t a bad fix, I'll 
give up. This year with our cotton 
at 5 to 6 eents per pound, our food 
bill has been cut from $200.000,000 
in 1914 to less than $100,000,000. We 
have grown more food at home than 
ever. Therefore, we are not going 
hungry; at least we won’t be as hun- 
gry as was our threat of 1914. 

“And with a market for our food 
crops right at our doors among our 
people and counties that haven't 
raised enough food, our problem be- 
comes one of markets, so that. the 
counties and towns short of food may 
buy their supplies from our counties 
that have a surplus. Last year about 
half of the counties in the state of 
Georgia did have a surplus. 

“City — need to stir them- 
selves and provide markets for the ex- 
change of farm produce, so that our 
money will stay at home and do all 
of us good, instead of having it sent 
out of the state to other sections 
where we never see it again, while the 
home-grown products rot on the hands 
of our own people. Markets in everv 
town and worthwhile section will 
solve our problem and put Georgia 
on a neg ver mem basis of prosperity 
and solid living such as nothing else 
will. We shall profit by éur adver- 
sity or admit that we cannot learn 
by experience, and have to have other 
similar experiences before we get out 
of our difficulties. We must learn 
and change eventually, why not now?”

‘Thomas Jefferson’s Study at 
Monticello Scene of 
Ceremony. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Oct. 
20,—()—The Monticello study from 
which Thomas Jefferson conducted 
correspondence defending newspapers 
against censorship more than a cen- 
tury ago today was dedicated to the 
ideal of freedom of the press by a 
group of distinguished newspapermen 
and statesmen. 


The exercises on “the mountain 
top” sponsored by 117 editor members 
of the freedom of the press commit- 
tee of the Thomas Jefferson Memorial 
Foundation, celebrated the victory 
won by newspapers last summer when 
1 United States supreme court re- 
fused to uphold the “Minnesota gag 
law.” 

Colonel Robert McCormick, pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune and 
chairman of the committee which led 
the fight against the Minnesota law, 
presided and introduced as speakers 
Claude G. Bowers, editor and author, 
and James M., Beck, former solicitor- 
general, now congressman from Penn- 
#ylvania. 

Mr. Bowers asserted that the bat- 
tles of freedom are never wholly won; 
“and ever and anon some petty func- 
tionary of the state presumes to chal- 
lenge the freedom of the press.” 

“One word about Monticello,” he 
said in conclusion. “If we are to 
preserve liberty and freedom in Amer- 
ita, we must go back to the Jeffer- 
sonian ideals ®f government—and 
maintain them. That is the reason 
that this home of the heart of the 
philosopher of democracy is now a 
national shrine, dedicated to Ameri- 
ean ideals. That is the reason, that. 
first of all, we dedicate a room to 
the freedom of the press on which all 
other liberties depend,” 

In the following address, Mr. Beck 
Raid: 

“Like all fundamental rights. the 
wtate, if it is to preserve itself, must 
have the right to stop the perpetra- 
tion of crimes, or the dissemination 
of immoral ideas, or the overthrow of 
our government by violence, but with 
these exceptions, the state has no 
power to put the human mind in 
shackles,” 


PINCHOT VISITS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(@&)— 
Governor Pinchot, of Vennsylvania, 
stirred political speculation here to- 
day by calling upon some of the west- 
ern republican independents who have 
Suggested him for the presidency. 

The governor made the rounds of 
the senate office bvilding during a 
busy morning, calling upon Senators 
Brookhart, of lowa; Frazier, of North 
Dakota, an’ Couzens, of Michigan. 
He also paid his respects at the of- 
fices of the two Pennsylvania sena- 
tors, Reed and Davis. 

Senator Brookhart, who has men- 
tioned Governor Pinchot frequently 
as a presidential candidate on the re- 
publican ticket in opposition to Pres- 
ident Hoover, declined to comment 
upon the Pinchot conference.

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 20.—(2)~ 
Representative Thomas G. Burch, of 
the fifth Virginia district, stated to- 
night that he was misquoted in an 
Associated Press dispateh which last 
week represented him as having ex- 
pressed the belief that Virginia demo- 
erats favored Governor Roosevelt, of 
New York, for presidential candidate 
next year.

Graham Rice; elderly broker, on trial 
for alleged evasion of an income tax

William Travers Jerome, former New 
York county district attorney; Dan- 
iel F. Cohalan, former state supreme 
court justice, and Jack Rothstone, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of the late 
Arnold Roth:‘ein, slain Broadway 
gambler.

59 law firms to which he said he paid 
fees.
